Faint 
and thirsty from excess of bleeding, he 
palled 
for water.

he saw 
a poor 


wounded 
soldier who lay

him 


casting his eyes longingly at tho drink. 
Sir Philip 
moved the 
mug from 
his 
own lips without tasting the water and

it to the poor man,
